Germans’ Giant Periscope. 
One of the most interesting of the 
devices which have been produced dur­ 
ing the war to amplify the range of 
human vision is a giant periscope 
which the French captured from the 
Germans, 
says 
Popular 
Mechanics 
Magazine. With this equipment nn ob­ 
server need not seek out some tail 
tree or high tower from which to spy 
on the enemy, for this collapsible steel 
mast can be reared at any desired 
point in a few minutes. At Its upper 
end are a coulcal tube and lenses by 
which horizontal light rays are deflect­ 
ed downward to the observer stationed 
below.

built and the carriage is so made as 
to form a wide spreading base.

Dilley, 
who had retained

com posure d u rin g the prelim inaries to 
the lynching and who showed a m em ­ 
ber of the p arty how to m ake a noose, 
collapsed at the last m inute when he 
was asked if lie wished to pray and 
the mob recited the Lord’s P rayer in 
unison for him. Before he w as hanged 
Daley confessed to the killing of Gib­ 
son and the a tta ck 
on Mrs. Gibson, 
and 
adm itted 
several 
holdups 
aud 
bank 
robberies 
in Oklahoma, 
Mis­ 
souri, K ansas and California, In which 
he believed he had killed th ree men, 
but did not give Ute dates of the oc­ 
currences.’' 


J a m es Roy Gibson was well known 
in Laredo, w h ere about four years ago 
tie was engaged in the Insurance busi­ 
ness, and he was m arried here to Miss 
Florence Cud**, who w as stenographer 
for .Manager F. E. Scovill of the L a­ 
redo Electric & Ry. Co. 
Mrs. Gibson, 
as .Miss Cade, was 
visited here 
fre­ 
quently 
by h e r 
sister, Miss Jennie 
Cade of Oakville, a t present principal 
of the Luling schools. 
After her m a r­ 
riage to Mr. Gibson, the young lady 
left here about 
th ree years 
ago for 
New 
Mexico 
and 
evidently 
moved 
from 
th ere to Arizona, 
where 
Mr. 
Gibson 
was ruthlessly m urdered on 
I he night of May 3 while Mr. and Mrs 
Gibson w ere at their home on w hat is 
known as the “Apache T rail.”
